U.S. Citizens Having Trouble 
Getting Out Of Troubled Laos

VIENTIANE (UPI) — Com­ 
munist troops barred hundreds 
of Americans from leaving a 
housing compound outside Vien­ 
tiane today and striking airline 
workers delayed the evacuation 
of U.S. citizens from Laos. 
“The situation may be out of 
control of the coalition govern­ 
ment,” a U.S. embassy official 
said. 
The Pathet Lao troops kept 
Americans virtual prisoners in 
the 
Kilometer 
6 
residential 
compound 
about 
four 
miles 
outside the city. It was not 
known who issued the troops’ 
orders.

U.S. officials said the Ameri­ 
cans —mainly employes of the 
Agency for International Deve­ 
lopment —had plenty of food 
and water at 
the 
140-home 
compound. 


Laotian maids were allowed 
to leave the compound to buy 
supplies. They passed the food 
back across the compound’s 
wire fence to the Americans 
inside. 


U.S. officials trying to eva­ 
cuated 
m any 
of 
the 
850 
Americans in Laos reported 
being stalled by a strike of 
Laotian employes against Royal 
Air Lao, the national airline. 


The Americans still in Laos, 
the last nation in Indochina to 
fall under Communist influence, 
include embassy officials, AID 
personnel, dependents and pri­ 
vate citizens.

A sizeable lake in Fayette 
County to which some are op­ 
posed 
seem s 
to 
becoming 
nearer a 
reality 
with 
each 
passing month. The proposed 
lake will be located in the ex­ 
treme southwestern corner of 
Harrison Township, about two 
miles north and two miles west 
of Bunker Hill, according to a 
recent story in the Connersville 
News-Examiner. 
According to the current 
reports, the dam which will 
form the lake will be across Big 
Williams Creek. The lake will 
contain over 500 acres and will 
extend from the vicinity of the 
Longwood 
covered 
bridge 
northward for 
approximately 
two miles to the Harrisburg 
Road, 300-N. 
In order to obtain federal 
assistance on the project, a 
2.000-acre re c re atio n a l park 
surrounding the lake is also in 
the 
plans. 
A 
part 
of 
the 
recreational park and also a 
part of the lake will probably 
extend 
w estw ard 
into 
the 
eastern 
p art 
of 
Fairview 
Township. 
The project is being planned 
by 
the 
local 
conservancy 
district which is a part of the 
Whitewater 
River Watershed 
C o m m i s s i o n 
w h o s e 
headquarters are in Richmond 
This watershed includes seven 
counties 
D arke and P reble 
counties in Ohio, and Randolph. 


Wayne, 
Union, 
Fayette 
and 
Franklin counties in Indiana. 
Fayette 
County 
has 
one 
member, Robert J. Kunkel, R. 
I, on the seven-member com­ 
mission. 
A public bearing concerning 
the proposed park'hnd Hfke is 
scheduled for Monday, June 16, 
in 
R ichm ond, 
w here 
the 
headquarters of the Whitewater 
River Watershed are located 
Members in this Conservancy 
District include the City of Rich­ 
mond and Fayette County but 
the city of Connersville is not a 
member. 
A former Connersville city 
administration took the position 
that it did not want to approve a 
tax such as the conservancy tax, 
without 
the

without some form of recourse 
from 
the 
taxpayers. 
Con­ 
servancy tax and property tax 
are two different obligations 
W henever 
a 
large 
recreational facility such as this 
lake is planned, each individual 
who is directly involved looks at 
the project with mixed emotions 
and

feelings 
are 
present in the various groups 
involved. Some individuals who 
might be effected by the project 
and 
some 
groups 
that 
are 
concerned are aware of the 
ad v an tag es 
and

recreational park and lake 
Most landowners are strongly 


in favor of soil and water con­ 
servation but many of them 
state that instead of 500-acre 
lakes, they prefer more small 
dams and small ponds further 
upstream on the small creeks, 
thereby stopping the flow of 
water near the place where it 
starts. 


Many residents in various 
parts of Fayette County state 
that, aside from soil and water 
conservation, they see no need 
for another recreational area in 
this area and this seems to be at 
the center of the objections. 
T hese 
people 
feel 
that 
recreational needs can tx* easily 
provided for 
by 
Whitewater 
State Park and Brookville Lake. 
Furthermore, the conservancy 
district already 
has another 
lake planned southeast of Rich­ 
mond 


Much of the area under 
consideration is devoted to 
livestock raising which is not 
companable they feel, with such 
recreation al a re a s . As the 
proposed lake with recreational 
area is a federal project, it does 
not come under the jurisdiction 
of the Fayette County Com­ 
m issioners. However, land 
owners and residents of the 
area wonder who will perform 
the necessary services outside 
the park, such as maintaining 
the roads and policing the area.

Stepped lip Auto Production 


DETROIT (U PI) — Automakers a re continuing their 
stepped-up spring production pace despite a sales report 
today that shows mid-May sales off 31 per cent from 
last year and the lowest since 1961. 
Industry analysts said the May 11-20 report shows 
about 172,000 cars sold in the period, compared with 
249,394 a year ago in the second best mid-May in history. 
The continuing sluggish sales m eant the auto industry, 
which traditionally leads the econom y out of recession, 
is not doing so this time. 
About the best news analysts could find in the figures 
was that deliveries topped the early May period by 19 
per cent and w ere about 17 per cent over mid April. 


Congress Chucks Bills And Vacates

to control strip mining and a Senate decision on seating 
New H am pshire's second senator. 
The unem ploym ent benefit m oney had been asked for 
by a num ber of states, which said their jobless funds are 
rapidly running out because of the recession It was part 
of a $15 billion appropriation bill that got sidetracked 
Thursday in a House-Senate dispute on whether to 
include $700 million to improve railroad track beds.

Congress To Draw 
Blast From Ford

President Ford probably will 
move Tuesday to increase the 
tariff on imported oil, and will 
do so with a blast at Congress, 
an aide indicated today. 
F ord’s patience ran out with 
the failure of Congress to act 
on an energy program before 
the May 31 deadline which he 
had set for the law m akers to 
produce energy legislation. 
The aide indicated that Ford 
was preparing a speech or 
statem ent which would lay the 
blam e for the nation’s lack of a 
com prehensive energy program 
at the doorstep of Congress. 
Ford had planned to increase 
the tariff on imported oil by $3 
as part of his program 
to 
reduce reliance on foreign oil 


which can < be cut off in an 
embargo.

increase Feb. I. The second 
dollar was due in March, but 
there was strong opposition in 
Congress, and Ford delayed it 
to see what kind of energy 
program Congress would send 
him. 
Congress went on vacation 
Thursday until June 2 without 
acting on an energy program , 
leaving Ford to consider what 
to do about the second dollar 
tariff increase.

Congress passed the 
Farm Credit Act of 1933, setting 
aside $90 million of original 
capita^ authorizing a system of 
perm anent and dependable 
credit adapted to agricultural 
needs. All of the government 
capital had been repaid by 1969, 
with the Associations now 
completely 
farmer-member- 
owned. 
Only members can borrow 
from 
the 
local 
Associations 
which are co-operatives, owned 
and controlled by those who 
borrow. Earnings are returned 
in the form of dividends and 
refunds based on the interest 
paid 
by 
each. 
Geared 
to 
agriculture, loans are made for 
any farm family need, with 
repaym ent 
scheduled 
to 
growing seasons or the con­ 
venience of the farm business. 
How big is the operation? 
Well, there are ten Associations 
covering Indiana with facilities 
in most counties. Outstanding 
loans of the ten at the start of 
this year exceeded $355 million. 
Indiana is assigned to a District 
with headquarters in Louisville. 
The United States is divided into 
twelve 
such 
Farm 
C redit 
Districts, each with its own 
Federal Interm ediate C redit 
Bank. 


Each Credit Bank is listed on 
Wall Street, selling debentures 
at fluctuating interest rates on 
the open m arket to obtain 
operating funds. Last month, 
the going rate of interest paid 
was 6.15 percent. 
Indiana 
Associations 
draw on 
the 
Louisville Bank for money 
needs, adding an operating 
margin to the cost of money. 
Outstanding 
loans from 
the 
Louisville 
Bank 
is 
a p ­ 
proximately $1.5 billion. Profits 
from the Intermediate Banks 
are returned 
to the local 
Associations, who have a voice 
in the control of the Credit 
Banks. 


Not a government agency, the 
Associations are supervised by 
an independent agency of the 
Federal 
governm ent, 
with 


expenses for operation of the 
Federal 
Agency 
assessed 
against the Intermediate Banks 
and the Associations. 
Sim ilar 
in 
organization, 
» operation and purpose to Credit 
Unions, the Production Credit 
i 
Associations are tax paying, 
stockholder owned credit co­ 
operatives for farm families. 
Owned entirely by members, 
the organizations obtain 
all 
funds from the open investment 
markets, passing savings on to 
borrower-members. They are 
designed to meet the specific 
and 
specialized 
needs 
of 
agriculture, the nation’s largest 
and most essential industry. 
It is estim ated that 
in ­ 
vestment required for each 
farm worker is nearly twice that 
required to produce a job in the 
m a n u fa c tu rin g 
in d u stry . 
A gricultural 
assets 
are 
currently valued at some $300 
billion. 
Farming has changed since 
the start, of Production Credit 
Associations, now big a g r i­ 
business. Cost of farm equip­ 
ment to operate farms has in­ 
creased, as well as the price of 
farm land. Fifty years ago, over

farms, now down to 9 million—

In Indiana, the number of 
farms declined from 134,000 in 
1960 to about 106,000 today, with 
the decline tending to stablilze.

Traveling around Indiana in 
the last few weeks, I have 
noticed Hoosier farmers putting 
in long hours to take advantage 
of the ideal weather conditions. 
They well remember the wet 
fields, early frost and drought 
conditions of last year which 
hampered crop expectations. 
Agriculture is important to 
Indiana, and Indiana is im ­ 
portant to the nation’s food 
production.

In the lesson today Micah and 
Jeremiah condemn what they 
believe 
to 
be 
the 
em pty 
ritualism of the religion of their 
time and call for a return to the 
ethical values which are the 
heart of all religions. 
The two prophets, although 
separated in time by nearly a 
century, had much in common. 
Both delivered their prophecies 
in periods when the kingdom of 
Judah appeared to be on the 
brink of catastrophe. 
Micah 
raised his voice when the 
Assyrians threatened to overrun 
it between 711 and 701 B.C.; 
Jeremiah prophesied about IOO 
years later when Judah was on 
the verge of destruction at the 
hands of the Babylonians. Both 
men were condemned by the 
Jews of their day for their

critical, pessim istic attitude 
and Jerem iah narrowly escaped 
death when he was acquitted in 
a trial for his life. Both also 
lived in periods when the 
religious observances of the 
Jews were computed by pagan 
practices 
imported 
from 
surrounding peoples and when 
moral conditions were at a very 
low ebb. 
Living by God s Will 
But 
the most 
im portant 
similarity of the two prophets 
lay in their realization that the 
essence of the Jewish religion 
which bound them to the Lord as 
a 
chosen 
people was 
not 
sacrifices and praises in the 
temple, but lives lived in ac­ 
cordance with the high moral 
standards 
which 
God 
prescribed. 
Thus Micah, in a rhetorical 
question, asks whether the Lord 
will be pleased with “thousands 
of ram s” or “ten thousand 
rivers of oil” or with the blood 
sacrifice of eldest sons. The 
answer is of course no 
Many people today have 
difficulty 
understanding 
how 
the Jew s could ever have 
im agined that God desired 
votive offerings of this type, 


particularly human sacrifices 
The answer is that these rites 
originated in prehistoric times 
among nearly all prim itive 
peoples, long before the Jews 
found God. Pagan deities were 
supposed to need food and drink 
like humans, but their par­ 
ticular nourishment was a kind 
of life essence carried by blood 
spilled on an altar or by the 
smoke of burning carcasses. 
The Jews and Sacrifices 
The ancient Jews apparently 
appropriated the rite of animal 
sacrifice in order to demon­ 
strate their devotion to God in 
the only way they knew—by 
giving him a large proportion of 
the 
m ost 
precious 
things 
nomadic people have—sheep, 
goats, and cattle. By Jewish law 
human sacrifice was forbidden, 
but there are many indications 
in Joshua, Judges, Kings, and 
Chronicles that it was carried on 
nonetheless. 
By 
ancient 
tradition sacrifice of the eldest 
son was supposed to be a down 
payment to the gods for more 
children. 
But 
the 
obvious 
bestiality of the practice seems 
to have made more impression 
on the Jews as time went on. By 
about 200 B. C. the rite was 
looked 
upon 
as 
an 
“ abom ination” 
which 
had 
played a role in bringing about 
the 
punishm ent 
of 
the 
Babylonian Captivity. 
Micah and Jeremiah did not 
condemn sacrifices as such; 
they merely insisted that these 
Were no substitutes for ethical 
living. Thus Micah said that 
what the Lord really wanted 
was that h is^o p le “do justice, 
love kindness, and walk humbly 
with 
their 
God.’ 
Jeremiah, 
speaking for the Lord, called on 
the Jews to “Amend your way*; 
and your doings. . .” They could 
not expect to square matters 
with the Lord simply by ap­ 
pearing for ritual worship and 
repeating, “This is the temple of 
the Lord, the temple of the Lord, 
the temple of the Lord.” 
R ite s and Right Living 
The gap between rite and 
right living, between religious 
professions and religious per­ 
formance. was of course not 
limited to the ancient Jews It 
has been a universal flaw in 
religious life. But this should he 
no cause for despair. The 
religious believer reaches his

executed. They w ere in hiding 
and feared for their lives. The 
Gospel writers note only two of 
them stayed near the cross. 
However, three days later there 
was a fantastic change. Jesus 
had 
conquered 
death 
and 
communicated that to his in­ 
tim ate followers. Nothing from 
that moment on could hold the 
disciples back. Their greatest 
fear had been calm ed and the 
deepest mystery solved. Their 
Lord had defeated death and 
come back from the tomb to 
assure them that they too would 
live forever 
The disciples 
fought back in the face of death 
to win their world for Christ. 
Many of us today are un 
certain about eternity. If only 
someone could come back from 
the dead to tell us that Jesus’ 
teachings on eternity are really 
true. Well such folks are all 
around us. We need to listen to 
their testimony of a joyous 
beautiful life beyond this one. 
They have been there - they 
know. They have died and are 
now' alive. Jesus was there and 
He cam e back to prove death is 
conquered. Through our faith in 
Him some day we too will defeat 
death and live with Him forever.

They also 
operate a farm store six days a 
week during the summer to sell 
fresh 
herbs and organically 
grown produce. 
Many of their products are 
botanical dyes. Some have been 
used for centuries in different 
parts of the world. Some have a 
biblical ring: frankincense and 
myrrh, which the three wise 
men took as gifts to the Christ 
child. 
Others 
are 
reminders 
of

Indian 
wisdom 
passed 
on 
to 
the 
settlers: 
juniper berries, used to tender­ 
ize venison, flavor game sauces 
and make dyes, and squaw tea 
The Castagnas chose the latter 
name because the blend was 
derived from a favorite bever­ 
age of the Minisink Indians 
near their Rocky Hollow Herb 
Farm, Sussex, N J. 
What Mrs. Castagna began as 
a hobby in 1970 has grown to a 
full-time occupation or, in her 
words, an eight-day week. She 
holds a degree in fine arts, and 
had worked at museums here 
for several years prior to the 
farm project. 


Many

products are raised on their 40- 
acre property. They also have a 
steadily 
growing 
corps 
of 
volunteers throughout the Unit­

States

plants. 
Howard Greer, a retired fur 
trapper in Zionville, N C., is

of 
them. 
In 
Vermont, 
another man forages for pine 
cones and needles for their pine 
bath mixture. A young male

“An Oregonian was sending 
us 
eucalyptus 
leaves 
from 
California,

If actors are used to portray 
a typical consumer, the ad 
must say so. 
“ Where

advertisem ent 
re p re se n ts that the endorser 
uses the product, he must be a 
bona fide user of the product,” 
the 
FTC 
said. 
“ Such 
an 
endorsem ent may be used only 
as long as the advertiser has a 
good reason to believe that the 
endorser continues to be a bona 
fide user of the product.” 
The endorsers will also be 
expected to give their “honest 
views” 
and not just

Automakers In 
105,000 Recall 


DETROIT (UPI) — In the 
past two days, Detroit auto­ 
m akers began mailing letters to 
more than 105,000 Americans 
telling them their cars may be 
unsafe or pollution-prone. 
Such letters follow a long line 
of recalls, that some industry 
officials say is inevitable in 
building 
a 
highly 
complex 
product. 
Since 
1966, 
the 
U.S. 
auto 
industry has sent out more than 
20 million letters of recall. 
In 1974, domestic and foreign 
autom akers found defects seri­ 
ous enough to order the recall 
of nearly three million vehicles. 
The previous year the figure 
was seven million —5.8 million 
cars by General Motors Corp 
alone. 
Some automotive executives 
think the industry gets a bad 
rap for its recall campaigns, 
partly because it is one ot the 
few 
industries 
that 
publicly 
announces 
each 
recall 
and 
because defects involved are 
actually found on only a small 
number of the cars. 
“We’re not actually as prone 
to defects as people are led to 
believe by all the publicity," 
says D E. Smith, m anager of 
service engineering at the Ford 
Motor Co. “ We m ake the public 
disclosures even though the law 
doesn’t require them because it 
helps to reinforce our attem pt 
to get the cars brought in for 
service.” 
In 1974, Ford recalled 257,(XX) 
cars and trucks. Of those, an 
estim ated 13.4 per cent actually 
had defects that needed correc­

W ASH ING TO N (U P I) — The 
jojoba bush that grows wild in 
the deserts of southern Cali­ 
fornia and Arizona contains a 
valuable oil which scientists 
believe could give impoverished 
Indians a multi million dollar 
industry 
and 
save 
sperm 
whales. 
A National Research Council 
committee 
recommends 
that 
the 
government 
back 
the 
development of 2,000 acres of 
jojoba plantations in the south­ 
west 
for 
Indians 
on 
24 
reservations to grow jojoba and 
extract the oil from peanut sized 


seeds. 
“ Unemployment 
is 
wide­ 
spread on the reservations and 
welfare rolls are long. A jojoba- 
based 
industry 
would 
allow 
Indians 
to 
help 
themselves 
toward economic self-sufficien­ 
cy by using local labor to grow 
and process jojoba,” the panel 
said. 
The colorless, odorless jojoba 
oil is unique among plants and 
is a virtual duplicate of the oil 
of sperm whales, an endan­ 
gered 
species 
of 
which 
its 
products were banned in the 
United States in 1970. Industry 
has 
had 
difficulty 
finding 
satisfactory 
sperm 
oil 
sub­ 
stitutes. 
In the late 1960s, the United 
States used 50 to 55 million 
pounds of sperm oil annually 
with much of it going into 
lubricants for automobile and 
tractor 
transmissions, 
gears 
and other high pressure ma­ 
chines. Scientists say jojoba oil 
has identical properties. 
When solidified, jojoba 
oil 
becomes a 
hard 
white wax 
which 
is 
expected 
to be a 
substitute for carnauba wax, 
the “ king of waxes” now selling 
for $2 a 
pound. 
The panel 
believes jojoba’s characteristics 
make it ideal for use in floor 
waxes and carbon paper and in 
polishes for furniture, cars and 
shoes. 
Jojoba oil already is being 
used in shampoos and other 
cosmetics and as a smokeless, 
non-dripping wax for candles. 
“ This product does have the 
potential 
to make 
it 
totally 
uneconomic to hunt and harvest 
sperm whales,” said Noel D. 
Vietmeyer, 
of 
the 
National 
Research 
Council 
board 
of 
science and technology. 
Indians 
of 
California 
and 
Arizona harvested 87,000 pounds 
of jojoba seed by hand in the 
summer 
of 
1972 
and 
the 
research 
council 
study 
con­ 
firmed that there is a ready 
market for jojoba oil. 
Jojoba plants grow in areas 
with as little as 8 inches of 
rainfall a year and they need 
no water in the summer when 
deserts are at their driest. The 
natural life span of a jojoba 
plant is at least IOO years. 
A 
mature 
cultivated 
bush 
produces an average yield of 
five 
pounds 
of 
dry 
seeds 
annually with about half that 
weight pure oil. The panel’s 
report said a cultivated acre of 
jojoba could yield 1,000 to 2,000 
pounds of oil a year. Sperm oil 
now sells for 40 cents a pound.
